Admiral Sampson was president 
ol the Board of Inquiry into the 
cause of the destruction of the bat- 
tleship Maine in Havana harbor, 
February 15, 1898. 

After the declaration of war with 
Spain he commanded the North At- 
lantic squadron, the New York 
being his flagship. . The squadron 
numbered 125 vessels. Its chief 
work was the blockading of the 
ports of Cuba and Porto Rico and 
at the same time scouting to locate 
Admiral Cervera's fleet, which was 
finally cornered in the harbor of 
Sautiago de Cuba. 

The great naval fight which fol- 
lowed the futile attempt of the 
Spanish fleet to escape, and which 
occurred during the temporary ab- 
sence of Admiral Sampson on the 
New York, thus leaving Admiral 
Schley the ranking . officer of the 
American fleet, resulted ultimately 
in the Schley-Sampson imbroglio. 

Admiral Sampson's last post was 
as commaudant of the Boston navy 
yard.

university where teachers or those 
preparing to teach are making 
preparation to be examined for cer- 
tificate to teach in the common 
schools of the State.' This can not 
affect the legality of the appoint- 
ment of examiners made prior to 
the time the law became effective. 
It became a law March 28, 1902, ten 
days after the adjournment of the 
General Assembly, without the sig- 
nature of the Governor. The bill 
carried an emergency clause."
